Detective Coliag and Deputy Sheriff 
John Ryan followed a clew Saturday 
night which resulted in the arrest of a 
young woman giving the name of Anna 
Brown. 
Later she confessed that her 
true name was Frieda Koester and that 
she threw the baby into the pool last 
Monday. 


She said that 
she did not 
know 
whether the child was dead or not and 
her defense is that she vyas unable to 
support it. 


A week ago last Friday Miss Koesitr 
left the Frost homo without leaving 
any trace of her whereabouts. 
Mrs. 
Frost repoited the matter i o t h e police, 
fearing that harm might have come to 
the girl, but all efForts to locate 
her 
were in vain. 


It now appears that she went to the 
house of Mr. Todd at 120 Ewing street, 
and hired a room. 
Last Monday morn- 
ing she disappeared 
Irom there and 
during her absence gave birth to the 
child, and a few hours afterward com 
mitted 
it to its death- 
That same 
evening 
she returned 
to the 
Frost 
home, where her arrest was made yes- 
terday.

A trial 
for murder under any cir- 
cumstances is intensely interesting, but 
the case now pending against Claude 
S. Smith, who is charged with taking 
the life of young George Freeh, is un- 
usually so as the details of the shocking

crime were such as startled the com- 
munity and every new bit of news couf- 
cerning the murder has been eagerly 
read. 


The innocence of the victim, his 
tender age and hia known 
industrious 
habits have aU tended to touch the 
softer passions of the people, while 
the family prominence of the accused 
has led additional interest to the case. 
A brief resume oi the tragedy will not 
be out of place in this connection. 


Oa the evening of Octobei lOth poor 
George Freeh left the 
Bass 
foundry 
after his day's woik. 
He had that day 
received his wages, amounting to $16.10 
He was murdered and robbed and his 
body thrown 
into the St. Joe river. 
He had almost reached home and was 
walking along St. Joe boulevard, in 
Lakeside, when he was waylaid. 


Stronj,' circumstantial evidence 
im- 
plicating Claude S. Smith, the son oi 
Dr. and Mrs. J. Sion Smith, of Lake- 
side, was gathered and 
the 
suspected 
young man 
was placed behind 
the 
bars. 


Today the preliminary 
examination 
of Smith 
was begun 
before 
Mayor 
Scherer. 
It will not only be an inîer- 
eeting murder 
trial, but members of 
the legal profession say that it will be 
the longest 
one ever 
tried in Alien 
county. 
Both the state and 
defense 
are ably represented and it is said that 
there is no limit to the funds available 
to contest for Claude Smith's freedom. 


Prosecutor N. D. Doughman will be

The hearing of the case bejian at 10

Owing to the great demand oi the pub- 
lic to see and hear the trial court was 
held in the assembiy hall of the city 
building, which is capable of acsommo- 
dating 800 people. 
It was filled to 
ovei flowing. 


The prisoner, «side from a slight 
nervousness, showed no signs of weak- 
nees. 
On the contrary he wore a confi- 
dent air and listened attentively to the 
testimony, at times leaning forward as 
if to let no word escape his ear. 


The object of the preliminary trial 
now in progress is simply to find him 
guilty or innocent and bind him over 
to the circuit court., where the trial 
must follow out its natural course.

It becomes bullion 
in Lombard street, and is measured 
just as so much corn or wheat or pork 
would be in Liverpool. 


^aestlon Answered. 


EDITOR, SBSTINBL;—Will you please 
tell me at y^hat tiiiieB the gold standard 
nations of the world declared for the 
gold standard ? 
DEMOCRAT. 


The first nation to adopt the gold 
standard was England. She adopted 
the gold standard nominally in 1816, 
bat practically not until three years 
later, for in 1816 England was on a 
paper basis. Germany which adopted 
the single silver standard in 1857 took 
step« looking towards the establish- 
ment of the gold standard in 1871, but 
it was not until July. 1873, that she 
demonetized silver, undertook to melt 
down her silver coin, sell it for gold 
and establish the single gold standard. 
The Scandinavian nations adopted the 
single gold standard at the same time. 
In September, 1873, France restricted 
the free coinage^ of silver and three 
years later entirely suspended such 
coinage, but she has never undertaken 
to discard the silver coin she has in 
use or to treat it otherwise than as on 
an equality with gold. The action of 
France in restricting and then sus- 
pending the coinage of silver on private 
account was followed by the other 
nations of the Latin union—Belgium, 
Switzerland, Italy and G^reece,—and 
Spain suspended the coinage of silver 
in 1878. Holland, which had estab- 
lished the single silver standard in 
place of the' bimetallic, standard in 
]|fB47, suspended the coinage of ^ I d on 
]^ivate account in 1877. 


Tbe BImettilie Tbeory. 
1 In 1792, when our coinage laws were 
first'enacted, the commercial ratio be- 
tween silver and gold was computed at 
15 to 1, in other words, ten silver dol- 
lars, having fifteen times the weight of 
the gold eagle, would be equally desir- 
able in the market with the eagle. A 
substantial parity existed between gold 
and silver at this ratio. 


With a view to encouraging the 
larger use of gold, congress, in 1834, 
changed our ratio to 16 to 1, and this 
ratio has never since been altered in 
this country. Aa. long as free coinage 
continued, that is^down to 1873, any- 
one could take either gold or silver to 
the mint and have it coined, and the 
silver dollar weighed sixteen times as 
much as the gold dollar. 


The bimetallists do not expect to 
give silver any artificial value. 
Its 
value will still continue to be governed 
by the supply «nd deniand, but as the 
demand will be increa&ed by remoneti- 
zation the value of the metal will of 
course increase correspondingly. 
The 
advance in silver may or may not bring 
the commercial ratio back to 16 to 1. 
It is a matter of no 
consequence 
whether it does or not. 


The law will simply provide that 
either 23 22 grains of pUre gold or 37H 
grains of pure silver may be brought to 
the mint and coined and either will be 
a dollar. Of course only the cheaper 
metal will be brought for mintage. If 
gold is worth more than $10.64 per 
ounce it will seek some better market, 
and only silver will be presented for 
coinage. If silver should ever rise 
above 11.29 per ounce, then it will look 
for the better market elsewhere, and 
only gold will be offered for coinage. 
This is the principle of bimetallism. 


Entertalfunents In Small Towns. 
Country and village dwellers 
will 
find in The New EngJand Magazine am- 
ple information on how to design and 
successfully manage winter entertain- 
ment courses in towns containing no 
more than 2,000 inhabitants. 
Mr. Max 
Bender Thrasher describes the opera- 
tion in a town of this size of an enter- 
tainment course which has now flour- 
ished 15 years and grown better and 
richer throughout this time. 


Mr. Thrasher uses the word "enter- 
tainment" advisedly. 
The course con- 
Bisted Jargely of lectures, but there had 
to be, rightly enough, a sufficient num- 
ber of concerts, stereopticon pictures, 
humorous recitations and variety. 
Life 
in country places is deadly somber in 
most of its features, and nowhere does it 
need brightening and cheering so much. 


The first thing to be done was to se- 
cure subscriptions to a guarantee fund. 
These were made by a few public spir- 
ited men and women, but it was never 
necessary to call on the guarantors. The 
course paid for itself from the begin- 
ning, aud after the first winter there 
was always a considerable sum in the 
treasury, even after paying for hall and 
piano hire. At first there were only five 
lectures and entertainments in one sea- 
son. 
The number was at length en- 
larged to ten, and there it remained. 
Tbe price for the course of ten enter- 
tainments was put at f2.50 with re- 
served seats; 
single 
admissions, 2O 
cents; reserved seat, 35 cents. For par- 
ticularly 
drawing speakers the price 
was put up—35 cents admission, 
50 
cents reserved seat. - So far as possible 
the programme should be all made out 
beforehand and the full course adver- 
tised in the beginning.

into the literature of earlier times, is 
unable to tell when or where she got 
the ideas for the poem. 
Although not 
precocious in any other way, Margaret 
has been writing verses since she wag 
6 years old. 
She is the daughter of 
Philip Mauro, a patent lawyer, and all 
the years of her young life, except one, 
when she was abroad, have been passed 
In Washington. 
The child never went 
to school, except at infrequent inter- 
vals, as her mother preferred to educate 
her according to her own ideas of w;hat 
a little 
girl 
should learn. 
At home, 
where she was. surrounded by her flow- 
ers and her toys, Margaret's poetical 
nature expanded. 
From the time when 
she was taught to hold a pen her natu- 
ral inclination was toward the writing 
of verses, which, crude at first, gradual- 
ly took on rhyme and rhyth. 
The 
flowers, the birds, the books which she 
read, and the trifling incidents of her 
every-day life suggested 
to her 
the 
Ideas which she expressed in childish 
rhyme. 
Even her daily hour of piano 
practice, which, with the instinct of a 
healthy child, she thoroughly hated, 
furnished her the theme for a poem 
which she called "The Monster 'Prac- 
ticing.' " 
The editor of St. Nicholas 
wrote of her in the August number of 
that magazine: 


"Some of 
our young readers may 
have 'skipped' the poems on pages 856 
and 857, as perhaps too 'old' for them, 
or too like poems for grown folk. 
But 
they will turn again to them with in- 
terest when they realize that

At an early hour in the evenings of 
September a brilliant star, of a slightly 
reddish color, will 
be visible low in 
the northwest. 
The curved handle of 
the "Great Dipper" points to it. 
Its 
name, Arclurus, can be found in the 
book of Jo&. At the same hour, nearly 
overhead, in the middle of the Milky 
Way, will be seen the 
outlines of a 
large cross forna'ed by stars. This cross 
is in the constellation Cygnus. 
The 
largest star, at the head of the cross, 
is called Alpha Cygni, and the next in 
size, situated at the point where the 
beams of the imaginary cross meet, is 
called Gamma Cygni. Concerning these 
three stars Mr. Lockyer, the Englieh 
astronomer, has recently made a very 
interesting statement. 
Analyzing their 
light with the spectroscope, he 
finds 
evidence that Arcturi^ is almost ex- 
actly similar to our s u ^ i n Its Composi- 
tion and is cooling oil. 
Alpha Cygni, 
on the other hand, le ai sun very differ- 
ent from ours, and is getting hotter, 
while Gamma 
Cygni 
somewhat re- 
sembles the sun, but is also increasing 
instead of decreasing in temperature. 


Bird HUmlcj. 


Another form of "protective resem- 
blance," which exhibits much ingen- 
ious contrivance and skill, is some- 
times found among birds. 
Some birds 
hide their eggs among stones which 
resem'ble the eggs in form and color. 
The 
little 
"bottle-tit," 
in England, 
weaves 
a bottle-shaped 
nest 
out 
of 
moss, lichens and spiders' webs, and 
when placed in a tree or bush, the nest 
so closely resembles its surroundings 
that it can hardly be detected. 
The 
color and appearance of the nest are 
imitations of the prevailing color and 
appearance of the particular tree 
In 
which it is placed.

Three Men Killed by an 
Explosloo anil 


T w o Others MortaUr 
Hart. 


Three men were killed and two oth- 
ers mortally hurt by an explosion in 
shaft 2 of the Metropolitan Aqueduct 
at West Berlin, Mass., the other after- 
noon. 
Men were blasting in the shaft 
at half past .5, when the accident oc- 
curred. 


The men in the northern section of 
the shaft had their drill holes prepared 
and had gone to another section. 
As 
soon as they left the shaft Foreman 
Kellpy and the other men went above 
to attach the 
battery 
for the blast. 
There was some delay, and the men 
who had left the 
northern 
section 
went above to see if the blast had been 
touched off. 
When they reached the 
place where the batteries were they 
were surprised to see the foreman and 
his men below. 
In another instant the 
explosion occurred. 
The presumption 
is that the battery didn't work at first, 
and that the foreman and his 
men 
went below to look after the connec- 
tions without first disconnecting 
the 
battery. 


The foreman and the other two vic- 
tims were blown to pieces. 
Carroll, 
one of thp wounded men, was so badly 
burned as to be hardlr recognizable. 
Foley, the other man hurt, 
Avas half 
way down the shaft when the explo- 
sion occurred. 
He was blown high in 
the air, and fell back to the bottom of 
the shaft shattered beyond hope of re- 
coverv.
